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PIERRE SOUVAIRAN was born in Montreux, Switzerland. His 
first musical impressions were of Igor Stravinsky composing 
at the piano during the year he resided with the Souvairan family. 
In 1930, Mr. Souvairan was awarded the Dipléme de Virtuosité 
of the Institut Ribaupierre; his studies there included chamber 


music work with André de Ribaupierre. He then spent three years 


at the Leipzig Conservatory studying piano with Robert Teichmuller 
and also studied in Paris with Alfred Cortot and in Bern with 
Rudolf Serkin. From 1938 to 1953, he was on staff at the Bern 
Conservatory. Mr. Souvairan joined the Faculty of Music and 
the Royal Conservatory of Music in 1953 and continues to combine 
a busy schedule of teaching and adjudicating. He performs annually 
at music festivals in Europe and is frequently heard in recital 
and with chamber ensembles in Canada. He has been recorded 
regularly by the CBC and is frequently broadcast in Europe as 
well. 


This afternoon's recital is presented in celebration of Mr. 
Souvairan's 75th birthday and in honour of his outstanding cont- 
tributions to the musical life of the Faculty of Music and Canada.
